Your Model 80 uses hi-speed or regular 
ammunition in *22 long rifle caliber. The 
magazine holds ten cartridges. Action is 


lightning-fast* firing just as fast as you 
ran pull [hr trigger* 

Other outstanding features include push¬ 
button magazine release* non-slip positive 
trigger pull, visible cross-holt safety and 
striker, adjustable rear sight, choice of h ] /r 
or 414-inch barrels—even a silvery medal¬ 
lion on which you may have your initials 
on graved to personalize your own handgun. 


IMPORTANT: Before firing this pistol* he sure to rlean barrel thoroughly of grease or 
other obstruct tons. This is a safe gun. Handle it safely. Never point it at anything you do 
not intend to shoot. Treat evvry gun as a loaded gun. 



CLEANING AND LUBRICATING 

If you use J. C Higgins ammunition this 
will practically eliminate any need for 
cleaning the barrel. However, should any 
powder residue or dirt accumulate it cart 
easily be removed. 

To clean l>arrel H remove magazine by 
pressing magazine catch (see Figure It, 
permitting magazine to slide out of hut!. 
Push in safety button on left side of pistol 
and pull slide all the wav ba- k r Now push 
safety but Lem all the way to the loft and 
slide will remain locked open (see Figure 
2 ). Push a patch, moistened with a good 
solvent, through the barrel from the muzzle 
end* Soak a brass brush made for .22-caliber 
firearms m solvent and push it through 
the length of the bore .several times. Push 
clean patches through the bore in ltie name 
manner until the last patch comes out clean. 
Then push through a lightly oiled patch. 

Use a tooth brush -naked in solvent In 
remove any dirt or fouling from other op¬ 


OPERATING INSTRUCTIONS 

TO LOAD MAGAZINE: Remove magazine 
by pressing magazine catch (see Figure IK 
permitting magazine to slide out of butt. 
Move the button on the si tic of the mag' 
azine downward gradually as you insert ,22 
long Title cartridges one at a time (see 
Figure 5). Be sure to insert cartridges so 
Lhat the lead end is at the front of the 
clip. When magazine is full, slide it bark 
into butt until it clicks into place. 

TO LOAD CHAMBER: Push safety all the 
way to right, to “ofT’ position. With loaded 
magazine in place, pull slide to rear and 
release it. As slide moves forward it will 
strip one cartridge from magazine and feed 
it into Tlie chamber. Chamber is loaded 
and red dot now visible on striker at Fear 
of slide indicates that gun is cocked and 
ready to fire. 

TO FIR E: With safety in “oII" 1 popi tion, 
pushed all, the way to the right with red 
band showing on right side, gun will lire 
one shot each time the trigger is pulled. 
Each time the gun is bred the force of the 
recoil extracts and ejects the empty shell 
rase, after the bullet has left the barrel. 


erating parts. Wipe parts dry and oil 
lightly. 

A L C Higgins Pistol-Clearting Kit. espe¬ 
cially made for ,22*ca!iber handguns, is 
available at your Sears store or from the 
catalog. This low-coat kit is a fine invest¬ 
ment and contains everything you need to 
keep your Model BO properly cleaned and 
lubricated. Another valuable item of equip¬ 
ment is a J. G. Higgins Silicone Cloth 
which will help to protect your gun from 
rust. 

Your Model HO is treated with new sil¬ 
iconized and polarized oil. This exclusive, 
patented process nil gets down into the 
pores of the steel and protects against per¬ 
spiration and other corrosive elements which 
cause rust. This oil makes J. C, Higgins 
guns the most rust resistant of any guns 
you can buy and gives I be best lubrication 
of any oil tested. It puts un attractive and 
protective sheen on the grips, too. 


by pushing the slide to the rear, Slide auto¬ 
matically returns forward, carrying with it 
the next cartridge to be fired, loading this 
cartridge into the chamber and cocking the 
pistol, 

TO UNLOAD: Remove magazine from gun 
with magazine catch. Then pull back slide 
all the way in extract and eject any cart¬ 
ridge that may be in the chamber. When 
unloading any autoloader* he sure always 
to unload the chamber after you have re¬ 
moved the magazine. 

SIGHTING: This pistol lias been targeted 
at the factory and the sights adjusted for 
a 50-Foot range. It will probably he found 
to be sighted in satisfactorily for all targets 
within normal pistol range. 

Correct sight alignment at the instant of 
firing is very important in handgun shoot¬ 
ing, Because of Lhe short distance between 
the front and rear sights, even small errors 
in lining lip the sights when the trigger is 
squeezed can pul the bullet inches —even 
feet !—away from the target. 

ff your Model HO does not seem Lo hit 
where you point, do not adjust the sights 


until you have thoroughly cheeked your 
holding 1 ami lighting procedure. 

It i? quite possible to do accurate pistol 
shooting with one eye closeJ or Vl- 11H Loth 
eyes open. However, most top pistol shots 
shoot with hoih eyes open and fed [hat (his 
makes accurate shooting easier and faster. 

jf you shoot with both eyes open, make 
certain that you are looking down the barrel 
with your "master" eye or "sightmg" eye. 
This ts the right eye hi the case of most 
people, i If you do not know which is your 
sighting eye. make a circle of your index 
finger and thumb, with your arm extended* 
and look through this aL a distant object 
with both eyes open. Then close one eye. 
If you still sec the same object ihrough the 
loop of your huger and thumb, the eye 
remaining open is your sighting eye. If your 
thumb and finger appear to have moved to 
One side with respect to the distant object, 
your sighting eye is the eye you closed. 1 
Figure 5 shows the way the sights should 
he aligned at the instant the pistol goes 
off. if a perfect slmt U to he scored. 

Figures ft, 7 and b show typical sighting 
errors. Notice how the point of impact is 
affected by incorrect sight alignment. 

The following hints will help you to align 


your sights correctly and slmot accurately. 

Stand in a comfortable, relaxed position. 

Hold your pistol firmly, but not tensely, 
and try to hold it the same for each shot. 

Don't worry if your arm wavers—every¬ 
body’s does, Oiil keep your sights properly 
aligned and keep the sights as close lo the 
proper aiming spot as you can. especially 
when squeezing the trigger, 

Rost the ball of your first finger on the 
trigger. 

Squeeze the trigger straight back slowly 

don E jerk it. and don't encircle it with 
your finger. Squeeze only when your sight 
picture is dead center. 

Practice, 

You will find it helpful to practice your 
bigger pull with the pistol cocked but 
without a live cartridge in the chamber. 
This is called “dry firing." To prevent pos^ 
slide damage to firing pin. it is a good 
practice to insert an empty shell in the 
eluLmb'er when dry firing. 

The front sight is staked in position and 
should not be moved. If the gun is found 
to shoot consistently left or right, use a soft 
wooden wedge and a hammer to move the 
rear sight very slightly in the same direction

in which you wish to move the bullet im¬ 
part point. Move the rear sight only very 
slightly anti observe the results hv firing 
several carefully aimed sighting shots ns a

DISASSEMBLY 

First, remove magazine and unload cham¬ 
ber. Never attempt to take apart any gun 
unless you are first certain that it is empty. 
TO REMOVE BARREL: Full slide all the 
way to rear and lock it open by pushing 
safety button all the way to left. Unscrew 
barrel nut. allowing barrel to lift out of 
its seat in pistol frame* fsce Figure 41, 
Slots in barrel rial permit the use of a coin 

ASSEMBLY 

TO ASSEMBLE SLIDE: Replace slide 
spring (the larger of the two roil springs) 
in slide. With slide upside down, insert 
striker In slide point first and with flat 
side up. Then slide striker spring (the other 
coil spring) over striker, with striker in¬ 
side this spring. Replace slide on frame 
and pull all the way in rear. Then push

Do not attempt any sight adjustment un¬ 
til you have become entirely familiar with 
your Model HO and have 11 red h a reason¬ 
able number of times with sights correctly 
aligned. 


as a wrench to loosen and tighten the nut, 
TO REMOVE SLIDE: With barrel re¬ 
moved. grasp slide firmly with left hand 
and move safety to "off* position. Slide 
will then move forward under spring pres¬ 
sure and may be slid off front of frame. Cup 
hand over striker and pull trigger of gun 
and slide spring, striker and striker spring 
will be released into baud. 


safety button all the way to left to lock 
slide open. 

TO ASSEMBLE BARREL: Align barrel 
with frame and tighten barrel nut, using 
coin to make certain barrel is firmly sealed. 
Release slide by moving safety to “pflH 
position.
